i ring for it. I ~1 explained that legislation would be 

required to re-establish the Medal for Merit as it was the intent of 
Congress to ereate this decoration to recognise wartime services only* 

I had dete rmined that it wee the opinion of the Budget Bureau 
teat difficulties would be encountered in efforts to re-establish the 
Medal for Merit. The Group, therefore, decided that it would be im- 
nmctieal for CIA to request that thi* decoration be re-established. 

3. The Group then proceeded to consider other awards available 
far CIA peree&tel and for civilian employees of the federal (Joverr^nt. 
The Working Group recognised the desirability of a national civil! an 
award which would be universally applicable to all Federal civilixn 
personnel for recognition of achlevanaeni while essployed by the united 
Stetea government.
